■ Political Consisteiicy. 

.. 

As public feeling veers round upon 
the various topics of the day, public 
journalists are oxpootod by their sub- 
scribers to bo ready to chango their 
opinions bb easily and as often aB thoy 
tbenMSolves are able to adopt or tako 
up measures which aro mcaningloss, 
and men, who are lukewarm, in ex- 
change for those whioh are eithor hot 
or cold. Two years ago, when the 
eloolion took placo immediately alter 
the "Union, there was an apathy pro- 
vailing iu political affairs in this city 
which was perhaps a natural re-action 
after the bxcitomont which had been 
bo general during tbo elections of 
1865, in tht. beginning of which yoar 
party feeling ran higher than it has 
done, for some years, and t<> all ap- 
pearances, soon wore itBelf out, for as 
if by common consent, in November 
1867, the former distinctions of party 
were dropped, and the two mon who 
wore believed by all parties to bo the 
most energotio workers in the cause 
of progress, and reform, were chosen 
.to repre&ent this city in the Legisla* 
live Council, and lor what purpose ? 
Did not ... \&L J«^«.df>5sn Retrench- 
ment then as much as they do at 
the present timo? Did thoy notdoBire 
to secure for the Colony Representa- 
tive Institutions, bo that the people 
' inigbt havo ih&u iharo in tbo Qovern~ 
ment of the country which as English- 
men is their right? And did thoy not 
expect their Representatives to exert 
themselves to their utmost to obtain 
a cheap and liberal form of Govern- 
ment for the Colony ? Tho Electors 
of Victoria know very well what has 
been tho result ef tho legislation of 
the past two years • thoy know very 
.well that notwithstanding tho asser- 
tions of "Self-Reliance," tho nmount 
.which is epont in official salaries has 
not boon reduced as it might have 
been, aDd that upwards of fifty thou- 
sand dollars a year is most unnecessa- 
rily spent, in the payment of extrava- 
gant ealaries to tbo Govornor and 
Heads of Departments, and in koepino 
up a noodloasly large staff of clerks 
and asistaots to do a very small 
amount of work. AH those things aro 
well understood by tbo people of this 
Colony; and they are well awaro that 
their only hope of obtaining redress 
is by sending Representatives to tho 
Council, who aro uncompromif ing in 
their views upon Retrenchment, and 
Representative Institutions. Ib is a 
matter of puhlio record that but one 
of the members of Council from Van- 
couver Island, advocated in his placo 
in the Council sitting in Now \V"etU> 
minster, a real and substantial reduc- 
tion in the oxpenditnro of the public 
money. Two yearn u^u the people of 
Viotoria wore unanimous in thoir 
desire to see the oxpensos of carrying 
on tb.o .Go.oprnment, reduced to within 
suoh limits as would bo suitable to 
the wantB and requirements of tho 
Colony, and wo do riot believe that 
they havo ceased to feel tho same 
doBire now. How is it thon that any 
section of this community can expect 
> any of tho public journalists of this 
city, to be gui'ty of the inconsistency 
of turning their back upon the o:ie 
member of tho Council from tho 
Island, who has boon ttoadfast in his 
. advocacy of real Retronchmont, and 
i porsistont in his endeavors to ob ain 
popular Government? Wo should bo 
guilty of a grave diroliotion ol duty 
wcro we to shrink at a moment liko 
the present, from advocating tho causo 
of Retrenchment, and supporting those 
who are plodged to do their utmost to 
carrv ft out. Publio mon must expect 
to be judgod by their antecedent, to 
■omo extent, and men who are untried, 
when they aspire to take a part in 
framing laws for thoir country and 
rogulating tho expenditure oi the 
publio money, should bo most particu- 
lar in choosing their political asso- 
ciates. "When a gentleman comos 
forward to seek tho suffrages of a 
constituency, a>id alloges that he is in 
favor of Retrenchment, and when tho 
publio know, that in order to carry 
out Retrenchment, extravagant saluries 
must bo cut down, it is not surprising 
• that intelligent electors should bo 
somowhat pnzzlod, and that they 
should ask why docs this now advo- 
cate of Retrenchment como out in op- 
ponition to ono who lias dono all in his 
power to obtain a really cheap form of 
Government. Probably if tho o'eotors 
wore awaro that some of tho officials 
wero actuully canvassing lor thoso two 
condidatos who have nuvor yet serious- 
ly . attempted, to reduco tbo salaries 
of Heads of Department, and that i 
thoy enjoyod the lull support of J 



the Government — those who had any 
doubts before, would be inclined to 
believe that in thoir offorts in favor of 
Retrenchment— Mossrs Drttko and 
Holmckon will not go so far in attack- 
ing tho ealaries and interests of the 
Govornor and tho Hoads of Depart* 
monts, as Mr DoCosmos bus proved 
himself roady to do by his votes in 
tho Council.

tainable aud within our roach. 

1 believe Hint tho uppermost and most Important nmoUB 
thoso keforms Is the necessity tor a change Irom tho 
existing Despotic one-man Government to the Free Con- 
•utiilion of of o Sclf-guvoruiug people. Iu my ludgmeut 
not' me should bo lost by the pcoplo in asserting, under 
the usual constitutional tortus, that wo have the desire 
and capacity for Representative institutions and Re- 
sponsible Cover ment; 'hat, after ahuwiUK forbearance 
outing twn sessions of the Legisiutivu Council till for- 
bearance has almost eras- d to be a virtoo, wo as a people 
demand the restoration of our political righ b ; aud that 
B8 British subject, our right to parliclpato iu tho Gov 
eminent of tbo Colony is as sacred aud Inalienable as Ibe 
light of Hor Uajelly and her Successors to the Sovereignty 
ot the country. 1 hold that we should uo loiifer allow 
Ibe dcire ol tho nooplo for Representative Institutions— 
tlio grent central looa of tho age and world— to bu met as 
in the past two sessions of the Council by Ibo sneers aud 
scull's, by Iho contumely and superciliousness of men 
" dressed in a Utile brief authority." Tho people, iu my 
opinion, should select men lo represoot them who are 
neither trimmers nor turncoats, neither Ihciioub nor 
vacillating* neither pu r chaseable at the coat of a dinner 
li*. r silenced by tbo allurement ol personal aggrand^e- 
moot. But thoy should scleci men whoso political ante- 
cedents ate a guarantee of their firmness, th' Ir modera- 
tion, and their fidelity to the popular causo. If the 
Ele' iors w ill bill no their duty tuey may return men 
win so ability,' cuincity and Influence may overawe tho 
paid servints of tlio people, and obtain a lull restoration 
of their poililcil rinhis. If tho people bo but true t" 
themselves and make 8-1 -government their principal 
object, and ji.dlciously select representatives, they may 
in th" coming session eecuro the K"y of popular power — 
tho Key to ail political Reform— Representative Instltu- 

1 hold ihut'nexl to the oemand for Kree Institutions, a 
united popular effort should bo made to reduce the Civil 
1 l"t, ami nppropr ate the savlog to tbo development o' 
our resources and tho settlement of tho country. I 
maintain that a reduction in too expenditure lor the 
Support or supernumerary officials, and In poylcg salaries 
d'Bfiroportiona'o to the son ices render, d, aud to the 
population of tholColony, ol over f 60 000 may bo made, 
without pushing retrenchment to an extreme and with- 
out Impairing thoclllciency of tho public nervioo hroni 
tlio Governor to the Policeman, tbei e me lOSotUeials em- 
ployed in governing a population of 10,000 whites — one 
official to every 100 of our while inhabitants. Yet tin 1 
people are witnout power to reduce their numbora or 
curtail tbrir lal iriai. Kverv session ol tho legislative 
Council is like a I bamps do Mars or Autumnal Assembly 
of tlio medieval Franks, — a meeting to divide tho plunder 
and booty. ol tbo previous campaign among tbet'reem n; 
but * Uli Ibis difference, that here tho officials, alter piy- 
Ing Ihe Interest and sinking Fund on the Public Debt, 
gel Ibo lion s share and tho people get little or nothing 
-Schools gel a pittance ; Charity coos begging, and Hoads 
and Briiiges— the first Implement ol agriculture — no to 
ruin, in the past two pensions the vacillation, want ol 
comblnaf'on.aad Indisposition of popular members to put 
forward a sclieuie of financial retoi'm only strongihencd 
the officials by color of popular sanction to their votes. 

11 tlio popular members h id unanimously opposed the 
extravagant estimates of the Government, H Is not im- 
probable that tho odlclal maturity would unve outvoted 
them. Hut their unanimous protest, backed by iho 
popular will, would have a ion brought the Government 
to tlio necessity of economy in iho publio Service. I 
bold, therefore, that Iho electors should Bclec men 
pledged to Uotronchmont; and, lu lhe£noxt placo, pledged 
io denmnd Representative Institutions nnd Kosponslb 1 - 
UoverDment.pledged t" rciuso all compromises offered ns 
asuliHtltuto Tor t-'eif-Governmenl ; for tlio only certain 
paeans of securing eoononiv ami keeping down abuses is 
tho right of the people under a t'reo Constitution to 
manage and control thoir own nfTalrs,

I hero aro a number ol other q ties 
Hons, such as Reciprocity ol trade with tnoUnlied states. 
Drawbacks on dutiable merchandize exported, better 
provision for Education, Reduction of thn'farlll on Flour, 
tlio appropriation or a part of tho Rond Funds 
(.r any] t» tlio Improvement and repair of the chief 
Bridges and Roods in tills Plslrict, ft0.,&0 , nil ol which 
shall recoivo my unremitting attention if returned. In 
tlio meantime, whilst awaiting an opportunity of ad- 
dressing you verbally, and hearing mora particularly 
your vieWB, I may bu excused iu saying, that II returned, 
I ahull coutlnuo to pursue tho samo Independent 
courso that has characterized mo horetofnro, sod serve 
you conscientiously to tho best of my humble ability.

Tbe hon A DeCosmos and Dr Powoll ad- 
dressed a large and enthusiastic meeting of 
their supporters at the Alhambra Hall on 
Thursday evening. Tbe Cbair was taken 
at a quarter before eight by Dr Dickson. 
The Chairmau in opening the meeting asked 
those present to give the speakers a fair 
hearing, aod stated that he himself hsd 
given up politics, bat he felt compelled on on 
occasion like tbe present to come forward 
in order to uphold hia own interests as a 
man. We are governed he said by a one 
man power, wo are fnlly as capable of enjoy- 
ing the rights of self-government hero as aro 
our fellow subjects in England and in the 
British colonies, but we ace troated as if wo 
were serf's or children, ir.cupable of exeroiB- 
i' g an opioion of our own. No people ought 
to be taxed uoleso tlioy bavo popular repre- 
sentation. We outfit to have not only re- 
presentative institutions, but responsible 
government, and no one amsngst us can be 
satisfied with a council' which is couipostd 
of two-thirds officials. The Chairman briefly 
reviewed tbo political careers of Mr DeUos- 
mos and Dr Powell; he did not uphold either 
of thorn as perfect, but ho felt convinced 
that no two men could bo found in tho citj 
who would work balder for tbo rights of the 
people, With regurd to the different topics 
of tbe day, Dr Dickson said that Confeder- 
ation never ought to have been made one 
of tho icsucs of ibe election, nothing could 
be done in respect of it unlil the question ol 
the N. W Territory was concluded between 
iha II B Co, tho Crow:; and the Do- 
minion Government, What we desire to 
turn attention to at present is tho obtaining 
such a reform in our (Jovtrnment as shall 
give the people Iheir proper share in it. Lei 
us either send good men and true lo ibe 
Council to look after the interests ol the 
people or let us leave tho Governor and bis 
officials to themselves. 

The Chairman then oalled.nnoji.Dr .Powell 
who was most warmly received. 

Dr Powell said : Previous to Tuesday 
evening last, 1 bad not the least aspiration 
to a seat in tbe ooming Legislative Council 
of tbo Colony. Firstly, because I believo 
tbo representatives of the people iu Biibti a* 
Council are powerless to eflect tho good 
which they ought to be able in any enlighi- 
oned oomraanity to bring ubout; and se- 
condly, because I believed there wore more 
capable men than I to represent you j and 
were it not that a combination has been or- 
ganized, which I honestly and truly believe 
if successful, is calculated to prolong nnd 
foster the present one man system of Gov- 
ernment so injurious and so prejudicial to 
the prosent arid (uture interests of tbe Colony, 
I should have without any hesitation de» 
olined the honor for which I have to thank 
many of you now. Having then allowed 
myself to become a candidate for whatever 
representation is allowed you, it may not be 
out of place to take this opportunity of exv 
plaining my own view3 upou aomo of the 
leading political topics of the day, and I shall 
turn to tbe great question of Confederation 
which hits caused so much agitation among 
ua of late. Wiser heads than mine, eminent 
sta'esmen who have stood by the Imporial 
helm of State, have not, and do not hesitate 
to declare it to be the ultiinalo destiny ol 
all tho eolooies of Her Majesty's North 
American possessions. Colonial statesmen 
who have devoted their lives aod ability to 
the practical study of politicul econom> in 
tbe colonies, and who after many yerua ol 
toil have been re<*urded lor thoir extittioip 
by ibe highest honors ol a grateful Queen 
have devised it, aod made a beginn ng, and 
the question now wiib us is, are wo not to 
form a portion ol this grund Dominion? I 
presume there is no one hero prosent who 
lor one moment dcubls that it is our mani- 
fest and ultiniaie ileaiiuy, though I for ore 
cundidly confess that until the Hudson Bay 
Company have received their price und set- 
tlement and the North-West Territory held 
■by- t&ssa is ceded jo tb» Jfomision, that &b;- 
C'lnlidsration would most decidedly be im- 
politic and premature. Wo all know what 
influence is wielded by that Compuny at 
home. Wo are ali aware ol how man> 
votes are directly under their control in the 
House of Commons, und ii is not difficult 
therelore to uoderslund how it is that the 
' i i iipe r TuT " GXiv cTil !ii euiTiiaS** utfiJweu^'luear to 
delay its itunsfer unlil ibey bad received their 
price. It is easy too to discover how the 
rep esentaiivea of tbe Compuny wbenev. r 
disposed, who when comrcund came Irom 
head-quarters to ceuse the advocacy of Con 
federation, were obliged lo do it, ami bow 
in order to accomplish the intention ol such a 
completo chani e, they were obliged to lovi 
and create a love lor a government previous- 
ly in every way di-iiustelul to them. I be- 
lievo that Conledorutioti after ihe cession ol 
ihe N W Tetritory will be bcnificial, pro- 
vided we get terms and conditi us in everv 
way advantageous to ihis Colony. Turning 
then for the present from Confederation us 
beiog premature, until the full and final set- 
tlement ol the Norln-VVest quastion, 1 come 
to tbe question of our present and therefore 
our fuiure welfare ; and I confess I can see a 
continuance ol the present despotism unless 
we have representative institutions inaugu- 
rated upon a sound and liberul basis I 
therefore, II selected, will support any scheme 
calculated to secure lo ua this much desired 
want and necessity. Meantime I shall be 
an uncompromising supporter of any system 
of retrenchment, which, whilo it secures 
the efficiency of tbo Government will lessen 
the cxhorbi taut sum which hooiub neoes?ury 
to support tho present regime. I believe 
then that it ia the duly of tbe Executive to 
inatitute tho most thorough retrenchment of 
the present lavish and uncalled for expendi- 
ture, and I for ono would vote for tho repeal 
of all stututeB and ordinances which com- 
pelled it and interfered with tho most rigid 
economy in tbo public servico. There ore 
muny quoalions oonnected with various 
schemes for bringing about this object, but 1 
feel thai it would bo a waste ol your time to 
enter upou them, and tbut it will nuffioe for 
mo to assure you of my position unon tbe 
general question. There is another question 



which I regard ol tbe greatest importance 
to tbe faiure happiness, well being, and popu- 
lation of the Colony, I refer to our Educa- 
tional interests. I relet to this subject more 
particularly because I em more conversant 
with it and have paid more attention to it of 
late years than I have to any other. Under 
the present system tho educational interests 
of the country are going to rack and ruin, 
not because the eystem is a bad one. but 
simply btcause while apparently upheld by 
tho Gov.rr.ment it ib being literally Btarved 
to death for won} of funds to support it. 
During tbe present year there bas been no 
definite sum sat apart for the support of 
educution, but it has reoeived from time to 
liaio any inadequate surplus which muy 
huve remained utter other disbursements. Tbe 
consequence is that when a school has been 
shut up. owing to tbe disability of the teacher 
longer tj exist under this mode of payment, 
it cannot be reopeued. The efficiency of or 
existing eohool cano it be demanded aod 
guaranteed, because funds are not guaranteed, 
and soon your non-seciarian system will be 
condemned by the Government because it is 
inefficient. This state of things, although 
' mecnonios might not be marred by it,' 
should not exist. I will puss on lo Reci- 
prociiy; now upon ibis subjeot I do not 
intend, nor d ) I wish to raise any false issue 

I beieve that Reciprocity is desired by tho 
people of this country. Mr Drake Bays in 
bis address that Reciprocity is another cry of 
the Confederate party. In our present posi- 
tion wo require protection rather then Reci- 
procity, unless upon advantageous conditions; 
aud il shruld be borne in mind that a sys- 
tem of Kecipiocity, that mav be very suit- 
i bio to the iuterestsof tbe Eastern Provinces, 
would bfc actually destructive to the Indus, 
tries of this Colony. I entirely differ lrom 
Mr Drake upon this question, lor I have al- 
ways thought that il we had Reciprocy, 'be 
coal mines wliioh are at present undeveloped 
would be worked, if not by English capital, 
by American capitalists, of whom tbero aro 
abundance in San Fruncisco roudy to take 
advantage of any lavorahle change which 
would bef brought about by the adoption of 
leciprocal measures; our farmers would not 
sutler; if instead ol one murkot for their 
produce, they hud ten or a dozon springing 
uo, Irom tho coal mines and lumber mills 
which would soring up witn o propi r system 
Reciprocity. »Vtthrogatd to our lumber, il 
it were admitted iBto the States upon terms

mills clos-d, nnd tbo machinery sent to neigh- 
boring territories, we should bavo many lum- 
ber mills running upon the Island. Dr 
Powell concluded his remarks upon Reci- 
procity by quoting at soins length from a 
published epeech of tho Hou Mr Rose, 
V'i ,-■ £u i£i r ran r-sl -riw 'L-za,'.wi,z, - up^u-il'v 
■ ubject ol Reciprocity, and after having ex- 
pressed his readiness to reply to any ques- 
liuns. which doctors might d'.-iire to put to 
him, sat down, amid Ibe unanimous applause 
of the meeting. 

Tho Chairman then called upon Mr De- 
Cosmos, who was well received by the 
audience on lising lo make his address. 

Tbe gentleman said he had been throagb 
many a f -hi in the Colony and hoped to 
live to go through many another one. Il 
uad been bis fortune to have hud to take an 
active part with the peoph in overytbi -g 
which was conducive to their interests ; it 
was over ten years since be took his stand 
m politics. The speaker here alluded to tbe 
addresses published by Messrs Helincken end 
Drake, tbe Official and Hudson Bav nominee, 
and said, I can assure you gen.

Wbat is the great central idea of the world 7 
What is the question that is moving Spain, 
t ie Central American Republics, mat hai 
United Germany and Italy ? is it not ro- 
oresentative institutions, aod responsible 
government I Applause], In Ameri a, 
Atncu, even Asiu, and certainly Europe, the 
s'reat central ideas are, representative insti- 
iitioo; — ihe right ol the people to govern 
itiurnselves. [A voice, you ought to be 
here. J The speaker— I will be there. I 
a k you, the peop 'a ol Victoria, do you des re 
to bo taxed without representation.

by Statute and as a matter of courso tho Reg- 
istrar of Vancouver Island should get a like 
amount, nnd for what — for one hour a day. 
Tho scheme of popular reform amongst tbo 
popular members is a farco. I can show that 
$75,000 a year can be saved the Colony, with- 
out impairing tho efficiency of the public ser- 
vice. If you think proper therefore to return 
mo ns your candidate I Bhull work as energet- 
ically and us fuithfully in the future, as well 
ns I huvo In the past. I challeneo any ens Lo 
tbe contrary. I shall tako uotes to-morrow 
night at tho meeting, and if uucessury I shall 
take au opportunity .o refute every one of 
tbem. If you are willing to servo your own 
interests I ask you on the 3rd day of Novem- 
ber, Irishmen, Germans, Italians and Ameri- 
cans to come to It a poll und vote for D." I'owell 
and myself. (Cheers) O.ie word moro aud 
tho speaker suit! he was done. I bavo beard 
tbut the election would be controlled by for- 
eign votes — annexation interest would be 
used. I have met a number ol Germans and 
Frenchmen who said to me, 'We'll never vote 
against you DeCosmos;' I met Italians who 
said tho same thing, and if you are willing to 
place my colleague and myseif at the head of 
tho poll givo us three oheers. (Ilear, hear and 
three cheers,) 

Tho meeting then separatod with three 
cheors for tbe Queen.

.Niagara Falls, Aug I9tb, 1868. 

(Concluded.) 

The Canadian, aro sometimes called tbo 
Horseshoe Falls from their shape. Thoy 
are Bij feet lower than tbose on tbe Ameri- 
cau sme,' out' ¥re"mudn"'lBijre~Deautiful and 
majoilio in appearance. Descending tbe tower 
we are driven to the upper end of Goal 
Island, where we cross to tbe Three Sisters 
—small islands extending into mid-channel 

ing waters seeuu io pause un iusTuuTi'u Tiieir 
mad career, and fret, aod surge, and roar 
before taking their mighty leap over the 
rookB. From the Three Sisters we 
orossed the Niagara Suspension Bridge 
which, two miles below the Falla, crosses 
Niagara River and connects tho American 
with lbs Canadian shore. Tbis great triumph 
ol engineering skill over almost insur- 
mountable barriers which nature interposed 
to its construction was commenced in 1849 
and finished in 1852. What "great trees 
from little acorns grow 1" A ibread at- 
tached to a kite was first sent across the 
river and secured there, next a light cord 
attached to tbe thread, next a small rope, 
then a larger one and finally the four enor- 
mous wire cables upon which the entire 
strncturo depends. To give an idea of tbe 
Bolidity of tbe bridge, I will elate that we 
stood on its carriage portioo, which is sas 
pended 28 feet below the railroad lino, while 
a train of eleven cars paseed overhead, and 
not the slightest tremor waa perceptible 
where we atood. The length ol the bridge 
is 800 feet; width, 24 feet; height above tbe 
river, 250 feet. 

After leaving the bridge wo loucd out- 
solves on British soil, a ''hard money" coun» 
try where greenbacks pass for fifty cent < on 
the dollar less then thoir face oails for, and 
where the sadden transition from paper to 
silver currency confounds ihe traveller and 
olieo lends to amusing mistakos. For my 
part I was glad to exchange ma "ruga" lor 
metal, aud by the siruogest anomaly in the 
world found that Arnericau coin which is 
rjnimr met now in circulation in its own

Eagle, soared by the demon of war from its 
native nest, finds a secure perch on British 
soil 1 While the Americans have been wast- 
"log ume iff" discussing how they could 'best 
annex Canada, their gold and silver have 
annexed themselves to tho Canadians 1 So 
plentiful has American silver becrne in 
Canala that il is universally voted a 
nuisance.

nnd dimes for i) cents. 

On this side ol the river stauds the Clifton 
House, one of the best kept hotels on the 
continent. Ic is largely patronized by En 
lish ani Canadian tourists and t>y Southern 
Americans. During the American wur ii 
was the lavorite pluca of resort for exi'id 
confederates and ex-Vico President Jobn 
O. Breckinridgo still resides hero within 
sight and sound of his nati e country on 
wkioh he never deigns io not loot. The 
night wo arrived here a Canadian 
gentleman fr:m Toronto dreamed that 
he was going over the falls, rose (torn 
his bed while still a sleep and walked out of 
tho third stor)' window. He was taken up 
crashed aod broken, and livod only loiiu 
enough to explain how the accident occurred. 
A littlo beyond tho Clifton House is a 
museum, which contains many objects ot 
inierost to the traveler. Tbe admittance is 
only 25 cents, und (be number of visitors ic 
great. Leuving; the museum you continue on 
toward; tbe Canadian Fulls and come to a 
lurgo grey stono house, kept by two men 
namod Davis and Barnard ; und here I ad- 
vise the roador who doea not desire to bo 
Brindled, to be pluoked like a Chr stmaa 
uooss at Driard's, on no account to cross i s 
ibirshhold. If he does, he ia lost. No hing 
will savo him. He will bo beset by seduc- 
tive looking females und mou with tomato 
colored nos«8 who will coax, wheedle, 
annoy, nod if necessary, bully him into buy- 
ing sets ol jewelry, inkstands, paper-weights 
whistles, cups, fan*, cigar-casea, and nun 
dreds of "other articles too nuinorous to 
mention," all ot which they affirm with a 
'■ho belp mo Bob' aie arr of Indian muuufucn 
ture lrom Niagara spar or wood. Deluded 
by their mendacious representations, or 



frightened at their threatening attitude, or 
not" wishing to be thought 'mean,' the poor 
victim invariably buys one or more of the 
articles, and finds upon exbibitiug these at 
the hotel with an air of ealf»aatiffaotioD, 
that Ihe jewelry is from Derbyshire, England; 
that the inkstands, paper-weights, &o, ara 
mado lrom plaster-of-Paria in New York 
city, and that tbe fans and oigar-oasea are 
made at the nearest Shaker village — ia 
short, that there is nothing genuine about 
the establishment save the mendacity of 
its employes. Tbat is home-made and 
homespun AnnaniaR and Sapphira wars 
asBuoklinga in tbe art of lying, compared 
with ibo brace of lull grown cheats who 
run' tho large grey building on ihe Canadian 
side of tbe Horseshoe Falls, and their male 
and lemale hangers-on. 

Having secured an ambrotypio view of 
our little party with the Horsbsboo Falls in 
the background, we recrossed the Suspen« 
sion Bridge nnd proceeded to the Whirlpool, 
three mile9 below tbe Falls. At tbis point 
most of the bodies of unfortunate persona 
who are drawn ever tbe oataroct are whirled 
aod tossed in the raging current until the 
handofBome huxane pa«ser-by lifts them 
teuderly out and consigns them lo a lonely 
grave in tbo gravelly bank. About two 
miles bolow the Whirlpool, on ihe Canadian 
side we come to Queenstowu Heights, 
where in 1814, a Bharp bottlo took place 
between the British and America foroes and 
where Colonel, afterwards General, Soott of
